BARBARIY OF 
THE JAPANESE 


THEIR CAMPAIGN IN FORMOSA 
OUTRAGES CIVILIZATION. 


POLICY OF EXTERMINATION. 


New Evidence of Wanton Cruelty, Ra- 
pine and Murder Is 
at Hand. 
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VICTORIA, British Columbia, Aug. 12.— 
From far Formosa, where for upwards of a 
year Japanese troops have been vainly 
striving to crush out the seeds of post-bdel- 
lum opposition to Japanese innovations, 
comes a story which for barbarous cruelty 
and defiant violation of all ethics of civili- 
zation has fortunately few parallels in his- 
tory, even among the savage races of the 


world. The terrible tale of rapine, murder 
and wanton cruelty was brought here by 
the eteamer Empress of Japan and fully 
bears out the statement on the situation in 
Formosa given publicity by the Rev. Dr. 
Mackay on his return to that island six 
months ago. Other equally creditable cor- 
| respondents are now the witnesses against 
Japan, and the burden of their arraignment 
is that, seeing neither fame nor profit to be 

ained in the subjugation of the Formosans 
by the arts of modern warfare, recognized 
as legitimate by civilized nations, the Jap- 
anese troops sent to the island have em- 
barked in a crusade of blood, their object 
being to crush out all signs of discontent 
by as far as possible exterminating the na- 
tive population. In this campaign there 
were no foreign powers to make protest, no 
foreign press reports to herald to the world 
the atrocities the telling of which would 
ae upon Japan the contempt of all en- 
lightened people

“The policy of extermination has been 
zealously pursued from the ay ea of the 
campaign, and what with the destruction of 
their crops, the burning of their villages, 
the desecration of the graves of their loved 
ones, the violation of their wives and daugh- 
ters and the butchery of their innocent 
children, the people are driven to the last 
expedients of desperation.”’ 


THE PREPARATIONS. 


Democratic Leaders Perfect the Notifi- 
cation Plans. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 12.—The gathering of 
Democratic politicians in the corridors of 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel this afternoon por- 
tended the great event to-night—the noti- 
fication of the nominees for President and 
Vice-President. Democrats had been com- 
ing on early trains from the West and 


South during the last twenty-four, hours, 
and there was also a sprinkling of party 
men from the Eastern States. The pre- 
dominance of Western and Southern men 
gathered in knots and discussed the political 
outlook, and this question lent to the New 
York house the aspect of a Chicago hotel 
during convention week. 

The broad shoulders of Gov. Hogg of 
Texas loomed up above his colleagues con- 
spicuously. There was also Senator Tillman 
of South Carolina, Senator Roach of North 
Dakota, Congressmen Richardson and Mc- 
Millin of Tennessee, Otey of Virginia, 
Sparkman of Florida, Gen. A. J. Warner 
and Senator Stewart, leaders of the Na- 
tional Silver party. 

George Fred Williams of Massachusetts 
was the recipient of something like an ova- 
tion when he entered the hotel and made 
his way up td the room where Candidate 
Sewall was receiving his friends, The ab- 
sence of New York Democrats from the 
gathering was conspicuous, 

The first meeting of the day was that of 
the Committee on Notification, to arrange 
the meeting for tö-night. The meeting organ- 
ized by electing Gov. Stone of Missouri to 
serve as chairman. Gov. Stone read to the 
committee the letter from Senator White 
of California, who had been originally chos- 
en to deliver the speech of notification, ask- 
ling the Governor to officiate in his stead 
on account of his inability to come East for 
the occasion. 

The action of Senator White was ratified. 
Then arose a discussion over the question 
whether each State was to have two repre- 
sentatives, one to notify the nominee for 
President and one for the Vice-Presidential 
nominee. It appeared that there had been 
lack of concert in the action of the various 
State delegations at the Chicago convention, 
some of them having appointed one repre- 
sentative and Some two. It was decided 
that all who had come to New York for 
the purpose constitute one committee. The 
roll call showed that the only States not 
represented were Maryland, Oregon and 
Washington, West Virginia and New Mex- 
ico. Senator Gorman, it was understood, 
would serve as a member of the committee 
for his State. :

TELEGRAPH INVENTION. 


By Which Ships May Communicate 
With Each Other at Sea. , 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—A description 
of a new electric telegraph has been for- 
warded to the D tment of State by 
Mr. Robert’ Kirk, Consul at Copenhagen. 
The apparatus, which is described in a 
Danish newspaper, was constructed by a 
young boatswain in the Danish owe and 
makes ‘it possible to communicate with a 
ship at a certain anchor ground without 
any direct line from the land. An electric 
battery is placed on the shore with one 
pole in contact with water or moist earth, 
while the current from the other pole, 
through a telegraph key and a revolution 
interrupter, is conducted to a cable which 
is laid out to the anchor ground and 
placed around the latter in a coil with a 
diameter of 1,000 or 1,200 feet. 

On board the ship, which is situated at 
another ground or a short distance out- 
side the coil, there is a small solenoid, with 
which a telephone is connected. When a 
message is sent from the land a bell 
sounds on the 1 and the communication 
is sent by the telegraph key through the 
telephone instrument. The signals may 
be based on the Morse alphabet. The ap- 
paratus may also be so constructed that 
an answer can be sent from the ship. The 
inventor thinks he will succeed in making 
it possible to speak through the instrument 
as in the case of the common telephone. 

Vessels at sea, it is said, will be able to 
telegraph to each other when each has a 
solenoid on board. The distance at which 
they will be able to do so will depend on 
the length of the wire and strength of 
the electric batteries.

The Second Disaster of the 
Company of St. Louis.

BRITTS LANDING, Tenn, Aug. 11.—The 
big peanut factory and receiving depot of 
the Anchor Peanut Co., the princtpal of- 
fices of which are at St. Louis, caught fire 
last night, and was burned to the ound, 
totally destroying all of the costly cleanin 
machinery. here was also a heavy stoc 
of peanuts in store, carried here to save 
storage expense in St. Louls. This is a total 
loss. As no insurance could be obtained on 
the plant, the loss to the company will 
reach $35,000. 


This is the second disaster which has re- 
cently befallen the Anchor Peanut Com- 
pany. The other was the explosion of fire- 
works, which totally destroyed the build'ng 
occupied by the company on Second street 
last January, and in which several people 
were killed. 

J. R. Moore, local manager for the com- 
pany, said this morning: “I am unable to 
give you any information regarding our 
misfortune, as my only information is a 
brief telegram, giving our loss at $35,000. I 
cannot say whether we will eontinue busi- 
ness or not, as the blow is very heavy.

The heat, however, was 
excessive all the night, and increased with 
the rising of the sun, and at 8 a. m. ther- 
mometers down town marked 83 degrees in 
the shade, the official record, however, be- 
ing three degrees less. A brisk breeze tem- 
pered the fervid rays of the sun, even with 
the humidity at ye cent. At 10:45 a. m. 

Weather bserver’s thermometer 
showed a temperature of 8% degrees. 

The pavements, however, have a vast 
deal of caloric stored in them which does 


not make itself manifest ia official re- 
ports based on observations 100 feet from 
the street level. Between 2 and 7 o’clock 
the lice had been notified of six deaths 
as t result of the heat. 

At 9 o'clock all the police records showed 
that @ixteen persons had been treated for 
sunstroke since 2 o'clock in the morning. 
Six deaths from heat and many cases 
of prostration were reported in Brooklyn 
from midnight last night to 10 o'clock this 
morning.

THE SALVATION ARMY IS AS- 
SAILED BY A BELLEVILLE MOB. 


LED BY ANARCHIST SCHWARZ. 


For More Than Two Hours ; the Little 
Band Battled With a Howl- 
ing Crowd. 


The violent demonstrations by the turbu- 
lent elements of Belleville against the 
Salvation Army, which have occurred at 
frequent intervals on the public square for 
a year past, culminated Tuesday night in 
a riot. That there are no serious casual- 
ties to record is a matter of wonder. 

The scene, which occurred on the very 
steps of the St. Clair County Court-house, 
has in all probability never had a parallel 
in the county. 7 

For over two hours the mob surged 
around the little band of Christians, curs- 
ing, shouting indecencies, 1 8 — 
and creating a perfect bedlam of discord- 
ant noises, and not a policeman an 
interposing hand. . 

The Army a ared on the square short- 
ly before 8 o’clock, and, thinking to gain a 
point of advantage against the crowd, 
which had been growing more demonstra- 
tive every night for a week past and looked 
more menacing than usual, Capt. Anderson 
directed the march to the steps of the 
Court-house and made a stand near the 
top of thom. Instead of being an advanta- 
geous — it proved the contrary. The 
crowd immediately surged up around them 
climbed upon the side elevations and 
formed a solid mass extending back to the 
pillars at the top. 

The word had been given out that the 
time had arrived for the final struggle for 
mastery, and the work in hand was begun 
without any preliminary flourishes. 

As soon as the Captain opened his mouth 
to speak, a chorus of howls and whistles 
wes tae which effectually drowned his 

A song was started and carried through 
in fairly good shape, but when the soldiers 
stopped singing the crowd kept right on 
shouting the words of the chorus in discord- 
ant tones. 

Another and another of the familar popu- 
lar airs adopted by the army to their uses 
were caught up by the crowd and the inter- 
vals punctuated by profane comments, sug- 
gestive perversions of the meaning of the 
words and mocking imitations of the pious 
exclamations of the Christians. 

The latter saw that it was the intention 
to prevent the holding of even a semblance 
of a meeting and realizing that a victory 
for the mob would give it such a mastery 
that the army could never hope to make an- 
other effectual stand against its persecutors, 
they settled down for a long siege. 

Capt. Woods, a visiting officer, tried to 
read from the Scriptures. He detected a 
passage which he thought would awe the 
most profane. He began: 

For God so loved thé world—’’ 

He got no further. is voice was drown- 
ed in a hideous outburst of yells, whistles 
cat-calls and ribald shouts of ‘Amen,’ 
“Glory to God” and Praise the Lord.“ 

The uproar could be heard for several 
blocks and the crowd rapidly grew until 
it numbered more than a thousand. 

The demonstration continued merely a 
vocal one until about 9 o’clock, When Hans 
Schwarz, the editor of the little German 
Anarchist paper, and several friends ap- 
peared on the scene. 

As soon as he got into the center of the 
crowd he began to shout abuse at the Sal- 
| Sr copia, but for a time hie efforts fell 

AT. 

The crowd at that juncture was eulogizing 
its leaders. 

What's the matter with Brushy?’ cried 
a man with a squeaky voice at the foot of 
the steps. 

He's all right,” chorused the crowd en- 
thuslastically. 

What's the matter with Hans Schwarz?” 
— a fat fellow from the topmost 
step. 

Schwarz jumped up in the air, waved his 


hat frantically and yelled hoarsely: 


He's all right!” Everybody else was still. 

Schwarz was set back, but he callied and 
pressing to the front repeated the fat man’s 
question, following it 1 with a repetition 
of the assurance that Hans Schwarz was 
all right, but again he was alone. 

The crowd was a thoughtless one, but it 
realized that the cause of the Salvationists 
would be helped by the opposition of the 
Anarchist editor. 

Schwarz saw that he would have to do 
something to recoup himself and making 
his way through the crowd went up the 
steps and mounted one of the side eleva- 
tions. As his figure stood out in relief on 
the high pedestal the crowd rallied to his 
standard and gave him an ovation) 

Spreading out his hands impressively he 
motioned his followers to silence, and 
gan a vituperative speech in German. 

The only hope for the Salvationists was 
to turn the tables, and with all their in- 
struments and their voices they set in to 
drown out Schwarz. 

He stormed and cursed, and shook his 
fists at the Christians, called the women 
prostitutes; imitated their motions in play- 
ing on their instruments, danced and 
howled. 

He tried to fire the patriotism of his hear- 
ers by singing the chorus of “Marching 
Through Georgia,“ but ‘“‘Hurrah, Hurra 
was all the English he could pronou 
an he padded’ out the lines with hoarse 
“tra-las.””

THE POLICY OF CONTRACTION. 

During the last five years the great increase im production of ell kinds hag 
greatly increased the demand for money without any correspon 
This of itself would tend to check business and send 
the level which means not genuine cheapness, but mere sluggishness and the 
ure of goods to move from producer to consumer. 

Accompanying this there has been for several years past the strongly or- 
ganized attempt to corner the world’s visible supply of gold. These two 
causes co-operating tend to force down the profits of business, the wages of 
labor, the value of homes and the price of all products of American industry. 
for such evils is a supply of money inereasing in pro- 
s a rapidly growing civilization makes upon it. 

Instead of this increase we have had contraction to the panic basis and the 
common sense of the country has been insulted with the assertion that its demand 
for relief and for justice created the wrongs from which it suffered. 

In the face of money stringency, we have had the continued withdrawals of 
gold from-circulation, through new bond issues, under the policy to which the 
Republican party is now pledged by its platform, a hundred miflions in gold is 
hoarded in the Treasury and a strenuous attempt is made to hold another hoard 
of a hundred millions in legal tenders so as to prevent the circulation of the 
gold, which might otherwise be rapidly drawn out by the presentation of legal 
tenders which under this same policy are treated as gold certificates. 

At the same time, our mints have been closed against silver and its coinage 
wholly stopped. This has contracted an already inadequate money supply, un- 
til production in all lines has been discouraged. 

It is useless to produce commodities if they cannot be distributed, and this 
distribution is impossible without a sufficient supply of money. 

The assertion that our supply in the United States is already sufficient is pal- 
pably false. According to the latest estimates of the Treasury we have only 
$23.28 a head in gold, silver and paper, while France has $36.13. Of our circulation, 
$8.41 in gold is now withdrawn and hoarded and as long as greenbacks are treated 
as gold certificates they, too, will be hoarded. Our actual circulation, including 
all gold, silver, greenbacks and national bank notes used from week to week in 
actual business is somewhere between $10 and $15 a head, and it is not over $15

The residents of South St. Louls have 
good grounds for complaint about the 
foul odors they are compelled to endure 
from the passage of the garbage wagons. 
It would not matter whether these passed 
during the day or the night. The nut- 
sance would be present. It might hot be 
as noticeable in the day, when doors as 
well as windows are usually wide open 
and people are 
houses, 
The trouble is, the garbage carts are 
not constructed either to retain odors 
or handled so as even to hold in the filth 
they are supposed to remove. Most citi- 
zens have seen them being driven through 
the streets with open lids, and so full 
of refuse carelesaly thrown in that a trail 
of filth and vile odor showed the route 
for some time after the vehicle had 
passed. 

Even daily removals under such con- 
ditions would not abate the nuisance 
that the people in South St. Louis and 
other parts of the city complain of. If 
the human system was not so well 
equipped to ward off and destroy the 
bacteria of filth, we should have two or 
three epidemics raging at once. 

The St. Louis Sanitary Co, ought to 
begin an era of strict control over their 
men in this matter. See that they put 
garbage into the carts in such a way 
that it is not strewn over the outside and 
over the surrounding pavement. Insist 
that every cart shall be closely shut at 
all times except while being filled. And 
if the Sanitary Company neglects these, 
precautions, the Board of Health should 
take action.

UNFIT FOR DUTY. 


One-Fourth of the Spanish Troops in 
Cuba Incapacitated. 


LONDON, Aug. 12.— The Times will pub- 
lish a letter from Havana, which gives the 
evidence of a high military officer that 25 
per cent of the Spanish troops in Cuba are 
on the sick list or are unfit for duty. Dis- 
cussing the desperate state of the sugar in- 
dustry, the letter says: 

Much misery on this account might be 
avoided if Cuba, by purchase or otherwise, 
became a State of the American Union. 
Under 9 stable government, a free market 
in the United States and assisted by Ameri- 
can capita}, the island would easily produce 
a sufficient sugar supply for all the require- 
ments of America, Under the present Span- 
ish rule or subject to the uncertainties 
of a republican government by the Cubans 
there would be little hope for the sugar 
industry, Free Cuba may be a good catch 
cry in the United States, but it does not 
commend itself to the business people of 
Cuba. With the sugar and tobacco indus- 
tries in their preset condition the outlook 
is gloomy, and Spain would do well to con- 
sider carefully any offer for the purchase of 
the island by the United States.”

| Some Provisions of the Law Against It 


Adopted by the German 
Reichstag. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 12.—In a com- 
munication to the State Department, just 
made public, Consul Thomas Ewing Moore 
ot Weimar comments on the law recently 
| adopted by the German Reichstag, by which 
‘the Government will exercise control over 
Stock Exchange transactions. Consul Moore 


believes that the effect of the new law, if 

carried out, will be wholesome if it prevents 
stock gambling and makes it difficuit to 

float unsound stock upon the market. 

| The law provides that the German Stock 
and Produce Exchange Commissioners are 
to be appointed as representatives of the 

Government, whose duties shall be to con- 

trol all exchange transactions and exact 

the fulfillment of the laws governing uch 
transactions. They are entitled to be pres- 
ent at the meetings of the exchange com- 
mittees and draw attention to abuses. They 
shall report to the Government any wants 
they discover and propose such means as 
| Rey judge will provide for them. 

sting of stocks and bonds shall be de- 
cided by a Committee on Admissions, of 
which at least one-half shall not be mem- 
bers of the Exchange (Bourse). At each 
committee meeting such members must be 
excluded as have any interest whatever 
in bonds and stocks under consideration. 
Such members must be substituted by other 
members. Stocks and bonds can only be ad- 
| mitted after at least one year’s existence 
of the company, and after the publication 
of one year’s profit and loss account. The 
duties of the Committee on Admissions are: 

8 require all documents which may 
serve as a basis of judgment for a new issue 
of bonds and stocks. 

2. To have the public informed as fully as 
possible of the actual and legal condi- 
tions necessary for the proper apprec.ation 
of the bonds and stocks, and not to admit

public interests may be hurt or the public 
| deceived. The committee may refuse an 
Issue without giving reasons. f a prospec- 
tus, on the strength of which an issue of 

stock has been effected, contains false state- 

ments or omits facts important for the ap- 

procetion of the stocks, both those who 

ave prepared the statements and those 
| who have made them public are held re- 
| sponsible for any loss experienced by the 
owner of the stocks, 

The adoption of the law was brought 
about by the Agrarian party in the Reichs- 
tag. whose leaders are at the head of the 

Bund der Landwirthe, a union of 80,000 

farmers throughout Germany, and their 
' chief aim is to get higher prices for their 
produce and be less dependent upon the 

erlin — They say that the time 
deliveries facilitate imports, and hence de- 
press prices, allowing the large speculators 
to exercise complete control of the market, 
They say that the speculator makes a play- 
thing of the principal food of man, and 
that much more grain is sold than is grown 
on the earth. The way in which grain mer- 
chants view the law is shown by the action 
of the Bremen grain firms, large and small, 
which have declared unanimously in favor 
of the abolition of time delivery contracts, 

The Reichstag has passed a resolution au- 
thorizing the Imperial Government to ad- 
dress the foreign Powers with a view to call- 
ing an international convention looking to 
the abolition of time delivery contracts. In 
consequence of the new law the speculating 
public will in future speculate in bank, rail- 
way and steamship shares, as industrials 
will be practically closed to them.

ome o e finest examples of engrav 
on diamonds are the work of a Paris jewel- 
er. One is a scarf-pin, representing a yata- 
han, of Which the blade is a slender dia- 
mond and the handle ts a ruby. Another is 
A large circwlar stone, on which a pansy 
with its foliage is engraved. 

An elaborate piece of work is a bicycle, of 
which the wheels are two circular dia- 
monds. The spokes are represented by lines 
engraved on the diamonds. A small hole is 
5 at each angle. 

Another dlamond is carved Ike a fish. A 
handsome broach ls a scarabaeus, surround- 
ed by sapphires and briliants. 

Other examples are broaches representing 
files, of which the wings are thin, en- 
graved diamonds; two diamonds engraved 
with armorial Deasing®, the imperial erms 
of Russia being use n one instance on 
ehirt and cuff buttons.
